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Throughout  KPFA's  existence,  the  station  has  been  the  object  of  a 
lot  of  solicitous  head-shaking.  It  was  a  good  idea  and  all  that.  Someone 
should  certainly  do  something  about  the  standards  of  radio  communica- 
tion. But  after  all,  starting  a  radio  station,  and  running  it  by  listener- 
sponsorship  was  at  best  an  experiment  perilous,  and  probably  an  experi- 
ment impossible. 

This  folio  is  number  one  of  volume  five,  and  it  marks  the  five-year 
anniversary  of  KPFA.  In  its  early  days  the  station's  survival  depended  on 
a  small  group  of  staff  members  and  a  larger  group  of  Berkeley  residents 
who  had  a  faith  that  KPFA,  however  perilous,  was  an  experiment  worth 
making. 

KPFA  remains  an  experiment.  It's  most  evident  experimental  aspect, 
as  usual,  is  its  finances.  Even  though  the  station  now  has  over  3300  sub- 
scribers, highest  in  its  history;  and  even  though  the  subscriber  roster  is 
increasing  at  the  most  rapid  consistent  rate  in  its  history;  subscription 
income  accounts  for  just  about  half  the  costs  of  running  the  station.  And 
the  outside  support  which  has  enabled  KPFA  to  expand  is  for  a  limited 
time  only. -The  perilous  aspects  of  the  experiment  are  with  us  yet. 

But  should  the  station  ever  reach  a  state  of  financial  equilibrium,  we 
have  faith  that  it  would  still  be  an  experiment,  a  continuing  exploration, 
a  continuing  enlargement  of  human  communication.  Perilous  or  per- 
manent, experiment  is  the  station's  identity  and  promise.

BINAURAL  BROADCAST:  Listeners  with  two  FM  receivers  in  range  of  both  KPFA  and 
KPFB,  might  wish  to  use  them  both  on  April  13,  at  8:15  p.m.  The  program  The  Clarinet  will 
be  broadcast  over  two  microphones— the  left  one  feeding  KPFA,  the  right  one  KPFB.  Ideally, 
the  listener  should  use  binaural  earphones,  but  a  third  dimensional  effect  can  be  obtained 
by  using  two  loudspeakers  in  the  same  room,  preferably  about  2-3  feet  apart.  Each  should 
be  fed  by  a  separate  amplifier  and  FM  tuner.  Further  technical  details  will  be  discussed  on 
the  Report  to  the  Listeners  on  April  11,  at  7  p.m.  If  you  don't  have  two  FM  sets,  the  program 
will  be  received  the  same  as  usual  on  just  one. 

THE  NEWS  WHICH  ABIDES:  In  lieu  of  reports  of  the  world's  fretful  events,  and  to  allow 
our  news  commentator  and  our  listeners  a  week  of  non-temporal  contemplation,  the  second 
week  of  this  Folio  will  include  some  more  abiding  stuff— excerpts  from  the  cycle  of  Indian 
Tales,  told  by  the  late  Jaime  de  Angulo.  These  stories,  first  broadcast  and  recorded  during 
KPFA's  early  days,  are  based  on  myths  and  legends  of  the  Northern  California  Indians.  They 
tell— in  story  and  in  song— of  Grandfather  Coyote,  Father  Bear,  Mother  Antelope,  and  little 
boy  Fox,  and  of  their  travels  and  adventures.
